‘Marine Traffic’ seems to be the best of these as 
it shows live data, whereas the free version of 
‘Shipfinder’ has a built in delay of 12 hours 
while ‘Vesselfinder’ does not show all vessels or 
AIS to Navigation (AtoN). To view live maps of
